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RULES OF PROCEDURE 


According to RSA 40, the Town Moderator determines the procedures to be used 
in Town Meetings. The Moderator determines the rules without regard to parlia- 
mentary or other procedural rules. The voters can overturn the Moderator’s rules 
at any time, however. A motion to overturn the Moderator’s rules, or establish 
new rules, will always take precedence to other business which 1s already “on the 
floor”. 


So that you will know the ground rules by which we are maintaining order, these 
procedural rules are announced to you ahead of time. 


¢ The Moderator will read each article in its entirety before that article is 
considered. 





¢ There can be no discussion until there has been a motion under the article. (usu- 
ally the first motion is to approve the article as it appears on the warrant) 


All motions must be seconded by a different individual. 


Discussion will only take place after a motion has been moved and seconded. 


All discussion must take place only when called upon by the Moderator. 
You must have permission from the Moderator before you can speak. 


When the Moderator recognizes you, standup, speak out loudly and 
announce your name before proceeding with your comments. 





If you want to change a portion of a motion, you can do so by making an 
amendment. We will consider only one move to amend at any given time. 
When discussion regarding an amendment comes to a conclusion, the 
amendment will be voted upon. If the amendment passes we will then con- 
tinue considering the original motion as it has now been amended. If the 
amendment fails, we will return to considering the motion in its form prior 
to the motion to amend. 


A secret written ballot will be used on any article when requested by any 
5 voters in writing (RSA 40:4-a). 


A vote will be re-tabulated by secret written ballot when requested in writ- 
ing or orally by only 7 voters (RSA 40:40b). This action must be request- 
ed before we have already moved onto the next item of business. 


One final word of advice from your Moderator: If you want to get action from 
the Town Meeting, you have to make a motion. It’s okay to get up and ask a ques- 
tion or make a comment (as long as it’s relevant to what’s on the table), but if 
you want the Town Meeting to discuss and vote on your idea, you have to get it 
on the table with a motion. Let’s work together to have a successful and efficient 
meeting.

WARRANT - MINUTES 


The Polls were open from 9:00 am. to 7:00p.m. on Tuesday, March 13, 2001. 
The Moderator opened the polls at 9:00 a.m. The election workers were: Donald 
Johnson, Moderator, Libby Priebe, Town Clerk, Rochelle Brooks and Alice 
Hastett, Ballot Clerks, Carroll Chase, Gate Keeper, and Howard Bouve, Assistant 
Moderator. Daniel Brooks, Albert Godfrey and Merton Sargent, the Supervisors 
of the Checklist, were also present. The polls closed at 7:00 p.m. and the ballots 
counted. A total of 386 people voted, either in person or by absentee ballot. For 
the purpose of these minutes, the election results follow in Warrant order below. 

On Saturday, March 17th, the Town Meeting was held at the Town Hall. The 
Moderator, Donald Johnson, started the meeting at 9:00 a.m. with the Pledge of 
Allegiance to the flag, then introduced himself and the town officials present on 
the stage: John Krebs, Erie Bossidy and Barry Keith, Selectmen, Libby Priebe, 
Town Clerk, and Peter Hastings, Town Counsel. It was also noted that Rochelle 
Brooks, Alice Haslett, Carroll Chase and Howard Bouve, as election officials, 
were present in the audience to assist with counting.

TREASURER'S REPORT 


With the help and patience of Ernie Day and Karen Hatch, my duties as Town 
Treasurer were made substantially easier. Transitions are often difficult, but these 
folks made me feel right at home. Such kindness is sincerely appreciated. 

Several important milestones were achieved this year. We negotiated a sub- 
stantially larger, lower cost Tax Anticipation Note (TAN) line with a borrowing 
capacity up to $1.5 million, to better manage Freedom’s daily liquidity needs. 
While the budget did not require that we draw the full line, the larger borrowing 
base allowed us to leave funds invested for a longer period of time, taking advan- 
tage of higher earnings rates while available. And, although interest rates on per- 
mitted investments fell dramatically in the latter half of 2000, we were able to 
offset some of that revenue decrease by changing, for the first time, to interest 
bearing operating and payroll checking accounts, while incurring no monthly 
handling fees for those accounts. 

Finally, thanks to timely and many early payments of taxes by Taxpayers, 
and a concerted effort by Tom Kondrat to deliver newly assessed bills on time, 
Freedom was able to redeem its TAN’s sooner than expected while simultane- 
ously investing excess receipts ahead of projections.These important actions, 
combined with the Selectmen's’ decision to withhold the statewide property tax 
payment until final adjudication, and the conversion to interest bearing checking 
accounts, increased Freedom’s gross investment earnings by $4,355 over last 
year. The diligence of Freedom Taxpayers in responding to their bills has ranked 
our town as one of the highest percentage payers of assessment due, and early 
payment towns in NH. This uniquely high level of response helped our banks 
offer Freedom their best terms, saving the town money while timely meeting its 
operating obligations. Thanks to Residents’ and Taxpayers’ efforts, Freedom con- 
tinues to be fiscally sound.

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BOARD OF SELECTMEN REPORT 


2001 brought the completion of the Town-wide property re-evaluation by 
the firm of Nyeburg & Purvis. The Tax Bills sent out in November 2001 reflect- 
ed the new property assessments. The Town’s overall property valuation 
increased to $103,810,567. In an effort to avoid a project of this magnitude in the 
future the board will ask the townspeople to retain the services of an assessing 
company on an annual basis. The firm will be asked to assess 25% of the town 
starting in 2003. This will keep us in line with general guidelines set forth by the 
state where we will have a full town-wide re-evaluation every five years. 

The Town is still an active participant in the Coalition of Communities 
against House Bill 999. We continue to believe that our efforts to work with other 
communities in finding a more fair and equitable method of State Education 
Funding is supported by the taxpayers of Freedom. We still remain hopeful that 
Freedom will be relieved of this tremendous burden. 

In an effort to maintain efficiency and keep costs down we have continued 
to reconfigure the Transfer Station as well as negotiate a new contract. Freedom 
and many neighboring communities have found it increasingly difficult to keep 
costs down due to increases in transportation and disposal costs. In years past we 
had been able to recoup some monies in the recyclable market but are now faced 
with the unfortunate circumstance of having to pay to for the disposal of almost 
all recyclables. We will continue to look for other avenues of cost control includ- 
ing such things as stockpiling recyclable and the possibility of trying to combine 
recyclables with other towns to make it more attractive to disposal companies. 

We would like to thank the continued efforts of all those who volunteer and 
serve the Town. This type of caring community is increasingly hard to find and 
we are very fortunate to have this community of caring citizens. 

In closing, on a lighter note a unique event happened this year with the board 
of selectmen. Not one, but two seated selectmen became first-time fathers. Eric 
and Royann Bossidy welcomed the birth of their baby girl, Shannon Alyssa 
Bossidy, on May 3, 2001, and John and Stephanie Krebs welcomed the birth of 
their baby boy, J. Hunter Krebs, on May 26, 2001.

In addition to the new tennis court, we have overseen the 
building of the skating rink, the new basketball court, and the major improve- 
ments to the ball field, much to the enjoyment of the Freedom baseball, soccer, 
and field hockey leagues. The town beaches have been cleaned and supplied with 
picnic tables, trash receptacles and a raft. These projects have been worked on at 
the same time that the committee put on fund raising activities and provided the 
community with such social functions as seasonal dinners, trips on the Mt. 
Washington, theater evenings at the Barnstormers, line dancing and yoga classes 
which continue to be held at the Town Hall. 

We have heard from some members of the community when there have been 
problems with the Town’s recreational areas. Maintenance of these facilities con- 
tinues to be an ongoing problem. We have met with the Selectmen to express our 
concern. So much has been done to improve Freedom’s recreational areas. A reg- 
ular annual maintenance schedule should be put in place. The Selectmen agreed. 

Our committee is now taking on more of an advisory role. We will be meet- 
ing on the first Thursday in January, April, July, and October, and whenever else 
we may wish to sponsor a special activity. We would love to establish a group of 
people who could be called on occasionally for special projects. We welcome 
your ideas and support.

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FREEDOM PUBLIC LIBRARY’S 
REPORT 


Our beautiful addition is complete and functioning smoothly! From August 
2000 to Spring 2001, Kondrat Construction worked to more than double our 
original library space. Countless hours were put in by volunteers to store, clean 
and shelve the books. Talented individuals donated their time and skills to the 
building project: Wendell Brooks, excavator; Paul Dorian, electrician; Edwina 
Drumond, interior decorator; Penny Vestner, landscape designer; and Ed Boyer, 
computer consultant; to name a few. Lee Fritz supervised the ordering of the new 
Furnishings. 

Ed Reed, head of the Building Committee, won a statewide library award as 
the Outstanding Volunteer of 2001. Not only did he oversee the entire undertak- 
ing, he and his group managed large tasks (making the new library handicapped 
accessible with ramp, elevator and bathroom), and also dealt with small details 
(locks and minor repairs). 

The new library is bright, spacious, comfortable, and functional. Patrons are 
warmly welcomed by Elle Thurston, Head Librarian, who managed to keep the 
library open throughout construction. Elle continues to provide townspeople 
with the books and information they request. 

Since January, 2001, Pat Parker, Assistant Librarian, has been working 10 
hours weekly. The Trustees will soon choose a computer software program to auto- 
mate our systems and Pat will largely be responsible for cataloging the collection. 

The Trustees completed a computer policy for patrons and wrote directions 
for the use of the three public computers. Volunteers help Ellie and Pat on a reg- 
ular basis during our extended/new library hours. We are open 5 days a week for 
a total of 22 hours. Volunteers sign books out and check in and shelve returned 
materials. Our circulation/use is steadily growing. 

The Friends of the Library, headed by Bonnie Ainsworth raised money by 
holding a summer Teddy Bear Picnic and supervising several book sales. The 
Friends sponsored an English Tea in November. Some moneys were used to 
enable us to receive a 3:1 matching grant for over $1000 worth of children’s 
books from the Library Foundation. 

On August 12, 2001, there was a wonderful Appreciation Day/Celebration 
for our grand opening. N.H. state library officials, town selectmen, and a large 
gathering of supporters came to the ribbon cutting to honor the hard workers who 
made this undertaking possible. Over 250 individual donors contributed to this 
successful group venture.

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HEALTH OFFICER REPORT 


During most of 2001, the Department of Health has been continuing to test 
various birds for West Nile Virus. No person was diagnosed with the virus in 
2001 in New Hampshire. One case was reported in Florida, leading to the media 
saying the disease has spread all over the East Coast. In New Hampshire, a few 
birds in the western section of the State tested positive, so the mosquito borne 
virus is around. Any area, which has standing water, can breed mosquitoes, so 
discard old tires, and change water in birdbaths. The State will test crows and 
other birds this season, as before. They must have died in less than two days for 
proper results. The Town Office has the contact numbers. 

You may still get your private water supply tested and there are directions at 
the Town Office for this. There is a fee, however. 

Health Officers have been notified about Anthrax, and steps that can be taken 
to deal with this threat. Rescue folks have been upgraded as well. 

The other areas of concern, center around immunizing against any potential 
biohazards. The advice 1s clear, do not attempt to self medicate against possible 
problems. There is an effort Nationwide to stockpile vaccines for the future, but 
no threats exist to this date. The regular immunizations like flu and tetanus are 
properly prescribed by your family Physician.

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ZONING BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT 
REPORT 


The Zoning Board of Adjustment received 18 applications in 2001. Thirteen 
of those applications involved requests for dimensional variances (requests to 
build new structures or additions which are located at least in part in the side, 
front or rear setbacks). Ten dimensional variances were granted, often with con- 
ditions, two were denied, and one request was withdrawn. The Board also: 


¢ Granted 3 requests for tree removal or erosion control within the 75-foot 
shorefront setback. 


¢ Granted a special exception request for an additional 30-bunk cabin at Camp 
Robin Hood. 


¢ Began hearings on the request of the Ossipee Lake Marina to build addi- 
tional storage facilities. Abutters strongly objected, arguing that the Marina 
has been expanding in violation of the Zoning Ordinance. The Marina with- 
drew its’ application, and began discussions with the Board of Selectmen. A 
new proposal is preliminary before the joint Zoning and Planning Boards as 
this report is being written in January. 


¢ Granted a special exemption to allow conversion of the old Shawtown 
Campground to the Danforth Bay Camping Area. 


The most common (and most difficult) application before the board involves 
a Landowner’s request to renovate buildings in the shorefront setback area. 
Many existing camps were built within this setback before zoning was estab- 
lished. In granting variances in that setback, the Zoning Board must balance the 
reasonable land use needs of the landowners with the zoning ordinance’s gener- 
al prohibition on building in that setback. Often the variance we grant allows a 
smaller structure than the applicant originally planned. 

The applications from Danforth Bay and Ossipee Lake Marina generated much 
public input. The board greatly appreciates this input, as well as regular input we 
receive from the Freedom Conservation Committee. The Board has also been helped 
by the efforts of Zoning Officer Les Babb. His is an important job for the Town, and 
the Board feels strongly that funding for this position should be increased. 

The Zoning Officer should be paid for the time it takes to help the appli- 
cants file applications, monitor ongoing building activities, and follow up on the 
approvals granted by the Board. Many of our approvals are subject to conditions 
that must be met for the project to comply with the spirit of the Zoning Ordinance 
(even though the project may not meet the exact requirements of the ordinance).

2001 was a busy year with 167 building permits being issued plus many 
electrical and plumbing permits. A total of 21 permits where issued for new 
homes. This is important to note because the 2000 Census Report shows 
Freedom as the 2nd fastest growing town in the Lakes Region. We experienced 
a 39.4 % increase in population from 1990 to 2000 and, appear to be on track to 
meet or exceed this in the next ten years. 

We also dealt with several complaints, land use issues and violations. Some 
of these issues have been on going, but most have been resolved. Hopefully the 
upcoming year will bring fewer violations, even though the State of NH wetland 
Bureau has asked us to review all waterfront properties for appropriate permits 
and possible violations. 

Total income to the department from permit fee’s and fines $20,694.
